THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Newport qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town 
of Newport on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, namely: 


Article 1. To elect three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Town 
Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission 
for three years, a Collector of Taxes, Road Agents and a Water 
and Sewer Commissioner and all other officers, agents, and com- 
mittees necessary for the town business.

REPORT OF 


CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Newport: 


During the past year the total number of burials in town has 
been 75, of which 5 were in North Newport Extension, 16 in the 
Pine Grove Cemetery and the balance in the old Cemeteries. 


Seven lots have been sold in the North Newport Extension 
for which $142.50 has been received and six lots in the Pine Grove 
Cemetery from which $145.00 has been realized. 


The Perpetual care fund for the Pine Grove Cemetery now 
amounts to $1,388.25 and an unexpended income of $52 36. The 
Perpetual care fund of the North Newport Extension amounts to 
$313.75 and an unexpended income of $11.04. 


The income from the above two funds can only be used for the 
care of the cemetery from which the funds originated. 


The Improvement Fund of the Pine Grove Cemetery includ- 
ing interest amounts to $1,909.89 and the Improvement Fund of the 
North Newport Extension $132.65. 


We wish to again call the attention of the voters to the Church 
Street, or westerly, entrance of the Maple Street Cemetery. If 
the town would appropriate $600. toward the improvement of this 
entrance and the erection of a suitable wall, we have the assurance 
that an equal amount would be furnished by other parties and also 
that suitable wrought iron gates would be furnished for both the 
Church Street and the Maple Street entrances. We strongly urge 
that this appropriation be made.

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We would also recommend that $500., the same amount as 
for the last three years, be appropriated for the care of burials and 
general care of the cemeteries.

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BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


Board of Selectmen: 
Sirs: 
Your Health Officer respectfully submits the following rela- 
tive to the duties of his office. 


There have been more contagious diseases during the past 
year than in any one year for the past five years, and we are ata 
loss to explain the causes of this condition. 

The cases have not been consecutive, or in the same neigh- 
borhood at the same period of time. Cases of the same nature 
have appeared simultaneously at very divergent points, with no ap- 
parent medium of connection. 


There have been during the year eight cases of dihptheria, 
four of scarlet fever, one of infantile paralysis, and one of typhoid 
fever. In each case we endeavored to give it the proper atten- 
tion as directed by the state board, and at the termination of the 
ease the rooms were thoroughly disinfected. 


An improvement has been shown in the handling of milk.. 
We have had a number of examinations made and the subsequent: 
examination showed an improvement over the previous test, as to’ 
cleanliness and purity. Milk is a perfect food and all the laws that 
the states can enact to produce good milk should be passed, for it 
has been shown by observation of groups of children fed on milk 
containing small numbers of bacteria and large number of bacteria 
shows a higher death rate in the latter than in the former. High 
bacterial count indicate milk is either warm, dirty or stale. The 
bacterial count is an indicator of decency in milk entirely apart 
from its significance as an indicator of the safety of milk. 
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A milk with a high bacterial count justifies a health officer 
in condemning such milk. 


The general sanitary condition of the town is satisfactory, 
except in two particulars, one of which is being remedied, namely: 
the construction of a sewer on Greenhurst to relieve the stagnant 
surface water conditions existing there. This should greatly im- 
prove the sanitary situation in this part of the town. 


\ 


The other unsatisfactory condition exists on Bradford Hill, so 
ealled, and Broadview Heights where there is no sewer system. 

The demand for a betterment of the condition here is insist~ 
ent and the town should at the earliest possible moment install a 


sewer system. 


This section is being built up rapidly and is nearly as _ thickly 
settled as the more central portions of the town. 


The condition caused by the existence of the so-called dry 
closets, open sink pipes and drains, in this section, is a constant 
menace to the sanitary well-being of the whole town. Immediate 
attention is imperative. It is hoped that at this town meeting 
money will be voted to put in sewer system here adequate to meet 
the growing needs of this part of our town. 


The congested condition of ourschools, with no immediate re- 
lief in sight for the coming year, is a matter of concern to all of us. 
Most of the rooms are filled to the fullest capacity allowed by law 
and in one or two rooms, this has been exceeded. This is a matter 
of grave moment and means should be devised to provide more 
rooms for the children of school age. Adequate volume of fresh 
air should be provided each child so that child may work to its full 
capabilities under the best sanitary conditions that can be pro- 
vided. F 


Each year, as new phases tending to produce better Jiving 
conditions are brought out, multiplies the demands on the health 
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officer and almost daily there are calls on him, for attention to diff- 
erent sanitary conditions in town.

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WATER PIPE EXTENSIONS, HOUSE SERVICES, HYDRANTS 
AND GATES 


The only street water pipe extension during the year has been 


on South street, where 94 ft. of 1 1-4 and 17 ft. of 1 inch pipe has 
been laid to convey water to the house of Irving W. Rowell, ata 
cost of $58.11 


Service pipe has been laid to twenty houses, furnishing water 
to twenty-seven families. 


One additional hydrant has been set on the south end of Laurel 
street near the home of Ernest A. Robinson. 


The paving and rebuilding of Sunapee street necessitated a 
change of a few feet in the location of the hydrant at the junction 
of Central and Sunapee streets; also of the one on Sunapee street 
at the head of Cross street. Six inch gate valves were set on the — 
leads of these two hydrants. A six inch gate valve has also been 


set upon the lead of the hydrant located at North Main street 
water tub. 


At the request of the W. H. McElwain Company the hydrant 
opposite the shoe factory has been moved about 125 ft. nearer to 


Cross street, the above-named party paying the entire expense of 


removai. 
% 


The cost of one new hydrant, three 6 in. gates and boxes and 
setting the same, the pipe extension on South street, together with 
the town’s portion of the expense of putting in service pipe con- 
nections, amounts to $287.83. But as material previously pur- 
chased to the amount of $150 has been used and sold, the increase 


in the cost of the water works system for the past year amounts 
to but $137.88. 


Five lead goose necks have burst, which have been replaced by 
new connections. One hydranton Summer street was found broken, 
requiring a new barrel. The most serious break of the year oc~ 
curred Jan. 30th, near the North Main street water tub. The 6 in. 
pipe extending from the main to the hydrant broke squarely off, 
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allowing much water to flow over the meadow. By reason of the 
great depth of frost it was difficult to locate the trouble and make 
needed repairs.

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Flash boards and bags of sand held twelve inches of water 
above high water mark in May and June. At no time has the water 
been one foot below level of permanent waste way. Because of 
high water the vote of the town at previous meeting authorizing 
the Water Commissioners to raise the height of the waste way 
eighteen inches has not been carried into effect. Water is now at 
the top of waste way.

SEWER CONSTRUCTION 
GREEN ROAD 
At the Annual Town Meeting, held in March last, the Sewer 
Commissioners, under the supervision of the board of Selectmen, 
were authorized and instructed to construct a sewer and surface 
drain from Green road, Middle and Dale streets to Sugar river. 
On account of the large amount of water standing upon much 
of the land across which pipes were to be laid, work was not begun 
until August 


re 


By reason of scarcity of help, obtainable at reasonable prices, 
the system has been but partly constructed. There has been laid 
about 550 ft. of 12 in. pipe, 835 ft. of 8 in. pipe, 650 ft. of 6 in. pipe. 
Green road and Dale street have been completely piped for house 
sewers. Of the twelve houses on that line seven have been con- 
nected with the sewer. The surface drainage pipe was so left at 
the close of the season that there should be no accumulation of 
surface water the coming spring. There has been expended on 
‘this structure, including about 500 ft. of 10 in. pipe, not laid, and 
‘grates and lamp hole covers on hand, fourteeen hundred thirty 
dollars and thirty-eight cents ($1,430.38). The sum voted by the 
town for the construction of that system was three thousand 

dollars ($3,000).

“Levi Morin and J. A. Morin, 60 ft. of 6 in. sewer pipe has been 
aaid at an expense of thirty-eight dollars ($88.00).
